Bear was the 
first bowhunter so honored and

Mr. Bear joins such other 
well-known names in the Hunt- 
ing Hail of Fame as Theodore 
Roosevelt, John J. Audubon 
and Daniel Boone. Virginia Kraft 
of the Hunting Hall of Fame 
introduced Mr. Bear to the 
assembled group: 

“In this - when man set out 


he turned from eurii’s green 
fields to havens’ vastnesses for 
his quarry; one man, as unique 
an adventurer in his own right 
as those whose sights have 
been upon the stars turned back 
instead to a period in man's 
history that was perhaps his 
most basic. 

Fred Bear, who learned to 
hunt with a gun, put Ht away 
more than 50 years ago, and 
took up instead one of the 
oldest weapons known to man, 
the bow and arrow.

The AuSable River Watershed Study Council at their meeting 
Tuesday night took no action on the suggested removal of the dam 
in Grayting on ine vuoiness ioop I-/o. 

John MacGregor, Regional Fish Biologist, Department of 
Natural Resources, Roscommon, and Gary Schnicke, Fish 
Biologist, Department of Natural Resources, Mio and Tom Havard, 
District Game Biologist, Department of Natural Resources, Mio 
were guests of the council. 

They were asked to explain the benefits of taking the dam out. 
Gary Schnicke referred to the biological study recently completed 
last year. The study indicates there will be a cooling of the river 
downstream nearly ten miles by taking the dam out. This cooling 
will improve the trout habitat in that stretch of the river. 

Schnicke discussed some of the objections to removing the 
dam. One objection was the possible siltation downstream. He said 
a channel would be dredged hetore dam removal thereby preventing 
the silt from being carried downstream. 

They would stabilize the bank of the newly formed channel so 
there would be no silt from the banks being carried downstream. 

Schnicke and MacGregor invited anyone to iook at other sites 
in the state where the flood plain had been restored to see that they 
can be looking pleasant in short order. 

Tom Havard explained that although the pond was used by

Surveys indicate that the AuSable is the most 
sought destination for more fishermen than any 
ather in Michigan Rialogical studies have 
proven it to be the finest trout stream in the 
Eastern U.S. and one of the top five in the nation.

This proposal has generated considerable 
emotional opposition, which is understandable. 
All of us feel strongly about the AuSable and the 
Stump Pond has been with us for generations.

AuSable—a cold, clear, free-flowing, gravel- 
bottomed trout stream—is most precious to us. 

The biological tacts are, according to wildlife 
and aquatic studies, that the Stump Pond is not 
a part of the real AuSable.

Public losing familiar faith 


in everything 


“The Great American Turnoff" may 
be spreading more and mcre widely 
across the board in today’s society, 
according to results of one nation- 
wide poll recently completed. 

In essence, Americans don’t seem 
to have faith in much of anything 
these days—and it’s getting worse. 

That’s the “dismal 
drawn by Knight Newspapers in 
reviewing a study and American 
social and political attitudes. 

Consider these conclusions, as 
feponed by Knight: 

—More and more Americans in the 
middle classes are making a con- 
scious decision against voting—in 
effect, voting by not going to the 
polls. 

—Eight of every 10 Americans 
believe that the government, political 
“don't ie us the

and civil leaders 
truth.” 

Alienation toward politics, govern- 
ment and the professions—tradi- 
tionally felt by the young, the poor 
and minorities—is now spreading to 
the more affluent and better-educated 
middle classes. 

—A majority of Americans, in- 
cluding the affluent and educated, 
display a deep distrust toward a 
broad range of institutions and pro- 
fessions, except medicine. 

The poll was commissioned by the 
National Committee for a Human Life 
Amendment, Inc., primarily to delve 
into public attitudes about abortion. 
But while they were at it, the pollsters 
ran a much broader survey, covering a 
broad range of social and political 
questions. 

The study was conducted by a 
couple of veteran political analysts 
—Walter DeVries of the North Caro- 
lina-based firm of DeVries and 
Associates, the Pat Cadell of the 
Cambridge Survey Research firm.

The survey included 45-minute 
interviews with more than 4,000 
persons throughout jast November 
and December. 

Understandably, the state of the

And interestingly 53 
percent of those who replied said 
iney tad to idea what ought to be 
done to solve the economic problem. 

A couple of results quoted by the 
Knight report especially interested 
me: 

—Asked which level of government 
does the best job, 37 percent picked 
local government, 28 percent favored

state government, ana omy 
percent choose the federal govern- 
ment. On top of this, 21 percent said 
none of the levels of government 
operates well. 

—The poll indicated that few pro- 
fessions and institutions hold much 
favor with the public. The inter- 
viewers displayed a list of public and 
private institutions to find how much 
confidence they enjoyed. Only “doc- 
tors” came through with a positive 
response from a majority of those 
questionéd—54 percent. 

Other positive response scores 
included these: Priests-ministers 49 
percent, Supreme Court 44 percent, 
the military 43 percent, public 
schools 42, the presidency 32, 
Congress 29, state legislatures 25, 
lawyé7s 21, the AFL-CiO 76 and the 
major oil companies 7 percent. 

With Congress, the presidency and 
the Supreme Court ranking higher 
than state legislatures, it is some- 
what contradictory to rank state 
government ahead of the national 
government in job performance; but 
consistency is not a halimark of the 
public mind anyway.
